part of Government ; but while he was ready to ex- 
prefs his coincidence’ with thofe proceedings, he 
could ‘not but recur to the ftrange and incontiftent 
Janguage and condutt, of his Majefly’s Minifters, 
dating from a-period not very reniwte. 

He alluded to the debates on the Commercial 
Treaty, when that Houfe was fo much entertained 
with the affarances of the amicable and peaceable 
jatentions of the Court of France. —When the high- 
eit firains of poetical imagination were employed to 
depi@ the ferene, noclouded atmofphere which we 
were in future ro enjoy—A. {tate of blifsful indul- 
gence which nothing could calt a fhade on bat the 
unfounded jeuloufies’ and vifionary fulpicions of 
thofe, who, like himfelf, were diitruftfsl of Gailic 
ftiend{hip and Gallic faith. Yet, beautiful as were 
thofe defcriptions, it could ino longer be denied, 
that at the very momeat when Minifters were, with 
a childith credulity, fwallowing thofe profeilivns, 
and cramming them down the throats of that Houle, 
a ftorm*was aftually gathering which threatened the 
annihilation of the political importance aad fpendor 
of this counrry. 

It was no longer a fecret that the cabinet of 'Ver- 
-failles was at that very period exerting every engine 
of intrigue to poffefs itfelf of an abdfolute controul 
over the Unired Provinces. That they had failed 
of their object, he attributed felely to the interpofi- 
tion of Providence ; for had not the French party, 
or thofe who called themfelves Patriots in Hilland, 
and whom. Minitters, not very refpectfully towards 
their good friends, had ftigmatized as ufurpers, 
been fo infatuated as to refufe the redrefs demand- 
ed by the King of Pruffia for the indignity ofzred 
to his fifler, was there any thing to prevent the 
yt Had thar denned traction come Torwatc,- 
‘and pro’ ved their readinefs to make every repara- 
tion in their power for the infule which the Princefs 
ef Orange had met with, furely the King of Prufha 
had no pretext left, confiftently with his own public 
declarations, for interfering forcibly in the affairs of 
the cépublic. This being the cafe, what merit could 
Adminification arrogate to themfelves for the happy 
turn which’ things had taken? To judge from the 
Tanguage of the King’s Speech, one would be led to 


_ fappofe that the difturbances in Holland had origi- 


nated within a very fhort time preceding the late re 
volution. Was the faét fy? of rather he fhould afk, 
t mynitration, with an unpardonable fu- 
pinenefs and indifference, fuffered the Sradtholder 
to be driven from the Hague, to be divelted of his 
nioft facred aad valuable rights, and to be nearly 
expatriated before they took any fteps to relieve 
him? Lulled to reft by the feducing bar dslufive 
profellions of their nove/ friends, they permitted 
them to purfue their policy in Holland without*ta- 
king one effeual ftep which the world at lealt was 
acquainted with, to counteract them ; and if this 
evoniry had now recovered her ancient alliance with 
the United Srates, and regained her afcendence in 
the political fcale of Europe, it was perfealy fair 
tor him to aferibe thar glorious event to the fingalar 
and unforefeen occurrences which had happened, ra- 
ther than to the wifdom and forefight of minifters. 

Here his Lordthip took a view of the a@ual fitu- 
ation of France, and fuggefted -a defence for the 
eonduét of rhe French minifter, from the words of 
ido to Hineas, Res dure & regni novitas, Xe. 
He dwelt on the diftratted firuation of that country, 
ancl expreffed his hopethar the fpirie of liberty, 
Which had lately appedred there, may become gene- 
ral. ‘To that deranged ftate, more than to their 
affestion and complaifance for minifters,*he attribu- 
ted ‘their readinefs to difarm. Not having feen the 
official autheatic declaration which produced that, 
his Lordthip faid he mult referve his opinion to fome 
future day. He could not, however, but remark, 
that Spain appeared to be totally unnoticed in it, al- 
though it was perfectly well underftood that that 
power, whofe true intereft fhould lead her to an al- 
fiance with England, had declared her approbation 
of the fteps taken by France, with regard to Hol- 
land, and had tualiy made confiderable naval and 
military preparations, in order to fecond her ally. 
"his, confidering how much Spain was influenced 
by French politics, was matter too ferious to be 
pailed over without inveftigation.. He would, how- 
evar, refrain from urging any thing farther on the 
fubjecty fatisfied caat asa profpect of mach informa- 
tion from his Majelty’s niinitters was held out, they 
would fatisfy the Honufe upon that, as well as ma- 
ny other parts of the “Speech which required eluci- 
dation. ~ 

His Lordthip concluded his fpeech by fome very 
firong and pointed animadverfions om miniltry, for 
their (hamefu! negleét of our La(t-India territories. 
He admitted, that the French naval force in that 
quarter_of the globe was not, abftraétedly taken, ve- 
ry great ; but compared to ours, it was all power, 
fabs amd had France continued her hoftile prepara,

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fzized upon all our commerce in that country before 
any reinforcement could be fent out for its protec: 
tion. This charge he would not urge in the ab- 


ty, were the negleét imparable to him, but as it lay 
fulely with the confideorial fervants of the Crowns 
again‘t whom he urged it as a matter of ferious eri- 
mination, he was reitrained by no delicacy from tta- 
ting it. He did not, however, mean to go farther 
than by placing before their eyes the dangers which 
they had elcaped, to draw their attention more im- 
mediately to thofe important objess which involved 
the molt effential. interefts of this coantry, and an 
inattention to which might, at a future period, prove 
fatal to us as agreat, commercial, political, and what 
was above all, a free people. 

The Marquis of Carmarthen expreffed his fatis- 
faction in the noble -Vifcount’s concurrence to the 
motion. He was undoubtedly entitled to referve 
his objections to any part of it which he might think 
demanded further difcuiion. The copies of the 
treaties would be laid before the Houfe in a few 
days, when the noble Vifcount would have an op- 
portunity of examining them with his afual accuracy. 
With refpe& to what had fallen fron the noble Lord 
relative to what he had faid when the bufinefs of the 
Commercial Treaty was debated, he had not been fo 
corres. Neither he, nor any of his Majefty’s Mini- 
fters, had ever faid, that any important pohtical ad- 
vantage which this country enjoyed, ought to be gi- 
ven up for the purpofe of accomplithing a Treaty of 
Commerce with France—on the contrary, he had 
invariably aflerted, that though it was a defireable 
object for us.to live on good terms with France as 
long as the would fuffer us, yet {till we ought to 
watch all het motions with a jealous eye. Our iate 
fuccefs, fo far from lulling us into fecurity, would 
only tend to increafe our vigilance, fo that no dan- 
ger was to be apprehended from the fupinenefs or 
inactivity of Minilters, as long as they enjoyed. the 
confidence of the people, which was fo confpicuouf 
Jy manifefted on the late oceafion, ‘The noble Mar- 
quis alfo faid, that the affairs of Holland. had occa- 
pied the attention of ‘his Majefty’s Minifters: for a 
confiderable time previous to the elofe of the lal 
{eflioa of Parliament. | . 

Lord King attacked the Adminiftration of which 
the noble. Vifeount had formed a part: it was that 
curfed Adminiftration, he faid, who had plunged 
this country into the miferies and calamities, from 
which the virtue and abilities of the prefent Mini- 

. {ters had refeued us. 

The Duke of Norfolk expreffed his general ap- 
probation of of the meafures which had been carried 
into execution, and of the good confequeaces whicly 
had refulted from them.
